AUSTIN, Dec. 9— 4 It is a great 
mistake to treat even light cases of 
measles, chickenpox , mu mps, scarlet 
fever, or any other of the commu ni­ 
cable diseases of childhood as thou gh 
they did not amou nt to mu ch,” states 
Dr. Geo. W. Cox , State Health Of­ 
ficer. “Treatment of that sort makes 
it possible for the diseases to spread 
and cau se seriou s ou tbreaks among 
children whose 
impaired 
resistance 
makes them easy victims to any form 
of infection. 
“Some of the most seriou s ou t­ 
breaks we have had of scarlet fever, 
as well as of other diseases in dif­ 
ferent parts of the State, have been 
traced to mild cases— that is, to cas­ 
es too light for the doctor to be call­ 
ed. 
In some instances the children 
have continu ed to go to school and 
to associate and play with other chil- 
cfcren. 
In others, after they have 
been kept at home for a few days 
su ffering from what was believed to 
be ju st an ordinary cold, they have 
retu rned to school and have scatter­ 
ed these germs arou nd among their 
schoolmates. 
Eventu ally a grou p of 
caSes— sometimes very seriou s ones 
—^have deevloped from the careless­ 
ly-handled mild cases. 
The resu lt 
was another epidemic that cou ld have 
been prevented. 
“There are several things worth 
remembering in connection with chil­ 
drens’ diseases. 
Nearly all of these 
diseases begin with a digestive u pset 
or with symptoms closely resembling 
those of the common cold. 
Accord­ 
ingly, it is a wise thing for mothers 
to regard every digestve u pset and 
every common cold with su spicion) 
u ntil you are su re it is not the be­ 
ginning of something more seriou s.”
